S-O- 2319—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (2) and (7) 
of section 4 of the Gold (Control) Ordinance, 1968, the Central Government here¬ 
by appoints all officers of Central Excise, of and above the rank of Sub-Inspectors 
and ail officers of Customs, of and above the rank of Preventive Officers, as Gold 
Control Officers and specifies that every Gold Control Officer shall, subject to 
auch limitations, restrictions and conditions as had been imposed by or under 
Part XII-A of the Defence of India Rules, 1962, exercise all the powers and dis¬ 
charge all the functions which were exercised or discharged, under that Fart, by 
all officers of Central Excise or of Customs, immediately before the commence¬ 
ment of the Gold (Control) Ordinance, 1968.

8-0. 2320.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8, read with sub¬ 
section (4) of section 4, of the Gold (Control) Ordinance, 1968, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby authorises all Gold Control Officers to exercise all or any of the 
powers which any officer of Central Excise or of Customs was authorised by the 
Administrator to exeraise under Part XII-A of the Defence of India Rules, 1962.

S.O. 2321.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
59 of the Gold (Control) Ordinance, 1968, and in supersession of the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance, (Department of Revenue) 
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No. S.O. 180 , dated the 7 th January, 1965 , the Central Government hereby em¬ 
powers all Gold Control Officers of and above the rank of Superintendent of Cen¬ 
tral Excise to enter and search, or to authorise any officer to enter and search, 
any premises, vaults, lockers or any other p'ace, whether above or below ground.
